Classes in the schools has been 
constantly increasing.” 

Dr. Dodd emphasized that far 
too many teachers have been 
eliminated already to compensate 
for the smaller number of pupils. 
Last year, supposedly to compen- 
sate a reduction of 36,000 in regis- 
tration, 1,500 teachers were fired. 
Since last June, at least another 
1,500 teachers have lost their jobs, 
including 1,400 substitutes whose 
work is being done by regular 
teachers. 

If there were only 26 children to 
a class now, the firing of teachers 
would. be exactly proportional to 
the reduced registration. However, 
Dr. Dodd pointed out, the Board 
of Education itself admits the 
average class in New York City 
contains 34 pupils. “And our own 
figures in the Teachers Union,” she. 
added, “show that 40 per cent of 
children in elementary schools, 60 
per cent in junior high schools, 
are already in classes of more 
than 35.” 

“What will happen five years 
from now,” she asked, “when 
there are more children in the 
schools again?. Last year and 
this, the birth rate has increased 
considerably. The Board of Edu- 
cation should plan in advance, 
not just seek to reduce the 
budget on a day to day basis. 


OVERCROWDING INCREASES 


“With overcrowding as bad as 
it is, the opportunity should be 
seized upon to reduce this evil, 
instead of increasing it. With 
our country now in danger of 
fascist attack, National Defense 
now requires smaller classes and 
more individual attention for the 
chcildren.” 

Over-large classes, she explained, 
“tend to make robots out of chil- | 
dren. It’s easy in a fascist country 
to put a lot of children in one 
room—the teacher just gives them 
orders. But you can't do that in a 
c mocracy.“.

Military dispatches reaching Mos- 
cow said that a “series” of successful 
Red Army counter drives have 
driven the Germans from a number 
of important defense positions. 

At one point, according to Izvestia, 
the Germans tried vainly to halt 
the Red Army with a “psychic at- 
tack” in which two picked Storm 
Troop battalions were thrown into 
battle led by orchestra kettle and 
bass drums and cymbal beaters to 
make a great din and give the im- 
pression of a huge attack. | 

“The Red Army let them advance 
in perfect formation and then 
opened heavy machine gun fire and 
charged with bayonets,” Izvestia’s 
account said. 

“Both German companies were 
wiped out and the Soviet drive con- 
tinued.” 

The Red Army counter-attack 


near Kiev, capital of the rich 


Ukraine and third city of the Soviet 
Union, revealed a widening of 
Soviet initiative reaching from Len- 
ingrad to the lower banks of the 
Dnieper River, although there were 
still no signs of a coordinated gen- 
eral Soviet offensive.

Only Military Annihilation of 
Hitlerism Will Save German Vouth!

MOSCOW, Sept. 4—War re- 
quires youth that shirks no crime 
against mankind. Hitler has left 
no stone unturned in order to 
rear this kind of yous in Ger- 

many. 

The barbaric talés of ancient 
German history tell of children 
who were made to eat the heart 
of an old wolf in order to acquire 
savage, wolfish ways. German 
fascism has converted these tales 
into a far more gruesome reality. 
It has inoculated in the blood of 
most of Germany's youth wolf- 
ish ferocity, bestial ins 
the tnsidiousness of ro 
man imperialism. 

German mothers bore children 
which were to grow into men but 
Hitler took them away to make 
wolves of them. Among his nu- 
merous misdeeds, this systematic 
envenoming, brutalization and 
moral corruption of the German 
youth is perhaps the most vile 
one. He was not content with 
having oppressed the progressive 
section of the German people; it 
was not enough to mutilate their 
bodies by unparalleled terror. 
Every means known to his dia- 
bolical terror machine was set in 
motion to check the resurrection 
of the German people and to sow 
fascist venality among the Ger- 
man children. 

He thus encroached upon the 
very foundations, the very roots 
of the German nation which he 
hurled back to the stage of bar- 
barity. 

Germany as a nation con- 
tributed in no small share to the 
progress of humankind. German 
philosophy, Germany’ humanism, 
German art and science, are in- 
separable from the general, for- 
ward march of history. And the 
world is all the more profoundly 
shocked to see that hundreds and 
thousands of young Germans 
fighting with the Hitler troops, 
reflect not the character of the 
great nation but the typical traits 
of the landsknechts, of the fascist 
gangster mob. They fight with 
the reasonless ferocity of wild 
beasts attacking prey. With 
cold-blooded indifference, with 
the bloodlust of cannibals, they 
murder women, children and the 
defenseless wounded. 


Many of them cannot see the 


shame of their misdeeds. Nor do 
they feel any disgust when tor- 
turing the prisoners, cutting their 
bodies with knives, soaking them 
with kerosene and burning them 
alive. And when asked what 
they are fighting for, why they 
atteck other nations who have 
done them no harm, why they 
allow themselves to be used as 
executioners and murderers, they 
reply with the monotony of an 
automaton: We were ordered by 
the Fuehrer, we don’t think, the 
Fuehrer thinks for us.

With cool calculation, he re- 
duced the existence of the Ger- 
man youth to a mere biological 
fact. Physical strength and 
spiritual bankruptcy, strong mus- 


cles and no thinking capacity, 


love for fist fights and fear to 
take an independent stand on 
the questions of life, 
cruelty and moral corruption— 
such are the qualities trained in 
the Hitler youth. 

Blind readiness to kill and kill 
with sadistic joy, but no cour- 
age to look the truth in the 
face, to raise one’s voice in pro- 
test against evil, to march out 
of step and give up howling like 
wolves—this is how the Hitler 
Ideals have 
been replaced by fanatic mon- 
strosities, individuality by the 
Fuehrer cult and race superior- 
ity complex, love for freedom by 
doglike submissiveness.

typical feature of e fascist 


youth whom Hitler uses for his 
criminal war against mankind. 


What made possible such deep- 


rooted corruption of the wide 
masses of the German youth? 
INSANE IDEAS 
German fascism went about 
this work with unexampled 
thoroughness. It began by mak- 
ing small children its victims; it 
inculcated

fascists incessantly hammered 
home to the children that the 
German people is the most

BESTIAL CHAUVINISM 


Frenzied bestial chauvinism is 
quite natural to Germany’s young 
generation. The Hitler youth 
leaders transform this chauvin- 
ism into a predatory desire to at- 
tack foreign nations and rob 
them of their last. At every step 
the German youth sees robbery 
and depredation. For by what 
other means have the storm 
trooper chiefs who serve as a 
model for the Hitler youth, ob- 
tained their luxurious villas, 
motor cars and jewels? 

They simply drove out or put 
to death the “half-humans” and 
took posséssion of their property 
and lebensraum. This is held up 
as an example: loot and plunder 
the “half-humans” and may the 
German word reap what the 
others have won! Such is the 
gangster moral raised to the level 
of a world outlook. 

Here is one example cut of 
thousands. On January 30, 1940, 


the professional gangster, Robert 


Ley, lectured to the German 
youth: “A lower race requires less 
territory, less clothes, less food 
and less culture than a higher 
race. The German cannot exist 
under the same. condition as the 
Pole... . This war must and will 
create material and ideological 
requisites so that in the future

be ours.” 

ROBBER CAMPAIGNS 


The youth are given the most 
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violence, everywhere the first 
place goes to the “Fuehrers,” for 
there must be order in everything 
and a non-commissioned officer 
dare not lay hands on the booty 
or take blood before a Lietuenant. 

This inculcation of animal chau- 
vinism, and the moral of unre- 
strained robbery proceeds hand in 
hand with the systematic incite- 
ment of all the worst sadist in- 
stincts. 

With diabolic dexterity, the 
Nazis singled out those patholog- 
ical youngsters who take pleasure 
in torturing frogs and cats. To 
satisfy their abnormal sadist in- 
stincts, they are given full sway 
over defenseless men and women. 
The German concentration camps 
have 16-year-old assistant war- 
dens who, amidst frantic shouts 
of approval from their superiors; 
subject defenseless prisoners to 
the most refired torture. The 
young men are induced to take 
part in pogroms, in murders and 
violence against women and chil- 
dren, they help- bring war prison- 
ers to a painful death.

At first very many of them 
were horror-struck at this bound- 
less brutality; from time to time 
a young officer assigned to. par- 
ticipate in these nightmarish 
massacres would commit suicide 
and the soldiers would at times 
themselves attack the Sun 
murderers.

world cannot understand us! is 
the mysterious voice emanating 
from the Ordenburgen. The world 
is doped by thoughts but we value 
only the voice of blood. Never 
will other nations understand the 
myth cf our blocd. Nor can we 
hope to convince them. Hence, all 
that remains is either annihilate 
them or impcse our order on them 


by force. A yawning gap separates 


us from humanity; it is the 
dividing line between one blood 
and another. This gap we shall 
fill in with corpses and humanity 
will cease to exist. Germany will 
be the worid. 


German industry supplied the 
tanks and aircraft, the Hitler 
Jugend provided the manpower. 

There is cnly one argument 
capable of enlightening this youth 
—the argumient of the Soviet 
Unions’ superior forces. In the 
minds of the Hitler youth, the 
whole world is built up on lies 
and madness, will collapse and the 
ruins of this world will make the 
truth penetrate their heads. This 
will be the great awakening; the

“Mother” is a Soviet film made in 1926. It is based on 


the novel by Maxim Gory, filmed with a reverence for the 


author’s work which few movies made before or since have 
attained. Supervision of the film was in the hands of 
Pudovkin. In the minds of many critics it was Pudovkin’s 


greatest triumph.

Sergei Eisenstein, another of the 
world’s film great, is quoted as hav- 
ing said of Pudovkin: “In his films 
the spectator’s attention is not con- 
centrated on the development of 
the plot, but on the psychic change 
undergone by some individual un- 
der the influence of the social proc- 
ess. Pudovkin puts real living men 
in the center of his work. His films 
act directly through their emo- 
tional power.“ 

Two French critics, Maurice 
Bardeche and Robert Brasillach, in 
their book, “The History of Motion 
Pictures,” lauded “Mother” as a 
“masterpiece,” Of it, they say, 
“Vera Baranovskaya, one of the 
greatest. artists in the world, in- 
terprets the mother’s role with 
prodigious humanity. Thanks to 
her and to the meticulous’ art of 
Pudovkin, it is this humanity 
which strikes one, rather than any 
social propaganda.” 

Perhaps it is quibbling, but it 
would seem that the greatest “so- 
cial propaganda” in the world is 
humanity... It is this message 
which has made the Soviet film 
the great, vehicle of art and propa- 
ganda it is. When Stalin said, “Our 
greatest capital is the human be- 
ing” (that's close enough) he was 
merely saying what the Soviet 
citizen has known and practiced 
since the trying days of the Revo- 
lution. It is the understanding of 
this which gives even the simplest 
of Soviet films their great impact. 

In Mother,“ Baranovskaya’s 
great talent and Pudovkin's great 
direction have brought forth the 
great humanity which is in the 
people. It is not overstated. It is 
not understated. These two present 
a simple, human factor of simple 
human people. 


Soviet 
Propaganda 


Many have indulged in a laugh 
at the keptpress critics who sing 
paeans of praise to the Soviet film 
and say it isn’t “propaganda.” It 
isn’t «a laughing matter, rightly. 
There was, for instance, the Holly- 
wood Reporter critic who was 
amazed at the human entertain- 
ment in “Volga-Volga.” The man 
was overwhelmed. He was simply 
breathless that a Socialist, nation 
could turn out such an entertain 


looking, healthy women in the So- 
viet. Union. He was dumbfounded 
at the beauty and talent of Lubov 
Orlova. 

But. the. point is, he thought 
there was no propaganda in this 
film. Why, its very basic humanity 
was its greatest propaganda. It 
pictured the struggle of the indi- 
vidual. for expression. It also por- 
trayed the struggle of people for 


their human an 00 over @ 
bureaucratic, dogmatic, ridiculous 
commissar, 

The trouble is that too many 
reviewers have read Hearst edito- 
rials too long. They've got the 
idea that Socialism looks on the 
human being as a mere mechanical 
unit of labor power without sense, 
without feeling. When they see the 
Soviet people with their very basic 
humanity emerging from the 
screen, they’re overwhelmed. This 
is just something that shouldn't be. 

This idea. of looking on the 
human being as a unit of labor 
power; it does not belong to So- 
Cialism. Rather.does it belong to 
that system displaced by Socialism. 
Socialism is human. What it dis- 
places is not. Socialism is not a 
mere mechanical function. It is* 


the living, breathing epitome of all |. 


that is good, 
healthy. 

And in all its films, the Soviet 
Union says just this. True, the So- 
viet film often deals with masses 
when it shows how history is made, 
portrays historical events. But 
beneath even this there is the basic 
humanity of Socialism or the basic 
inhumanity of capitalism. And it 
becomes an evident fact these 
masses are made up of humans— 
people.
